In the SESATK, resolutions were intro- 


duced and passed, by 


Mr. Bean—That the judiciary committee 


report a bill providing for the punishment 
of those -who swear falsely as appraiser^ 
of securities of loans from the

funds. 


Mr. Foot—That the same committee re- 


port a bill to enable the Attorney General 
to collect loans of the parties who have re- 
ceived money from, the school fund by using 
the name of a third party, and going their 
own security. 


The bill repealing the land grant to the 
» Crosse road we.3 discussed at length, and 


ordered to a third reading by a vote of 14 
to 13. 


In the ASSEMBLY, a resolution to print 


2500 copies of the report of the committee 
on banks and banking waa adopted. 


The bill to make the town library school 


!aw more effective was ordered to a third 
reading by a vote of 38 to30. 


The consideration of the bill to amend 


;he banking law was postponed until Wed- 
nesday of next week. 


Bunks and Baiiltlng. 


The following is the report made by Mv. 


jraham from the committee on banks and 
>anking, upon the banking system of this 
state : 


The committee ou banks and banking, to 


which was referred so much of His Excel- 
ency the Governor's message as relates to 
ihe finances of the state, submit the follow- 
'ng unanimous report: 


That they have given the subject their 


jest consideration, and while they have not 
>een able, in the present unsettled state of 
jublic affairs, to foresee, with any degree of 
certainty, what measures would best pro- 
mote the varied interests of the state, and 
relieve the people from the embarrassments 
-nd burthens under which they are labor- 
ng, caused partly by. defects in the details 
if our banking system, but chiefly by the 
ieranged condition of our national affairs, 
.epreciating many of the public stocks de- 
'Osited to secure our circulating notes, still 
hey feel it incumbent on them to give to the 
embly the result of their investigations, 
vith such recommendations as they deem 
>est ealculated to subserve the public good. 


Your committee are sensible that with- 


mt a sound convertible currency it is ira- 
lossible to carry forward the various busi- 
ness enterprises oi the state with facility or 
uccess, and while they are not without 
loubt as to their ability to make suggestions 
bat promise a sure anitdote for existing 
vils, yet they have great confidence that 
hould the bill presented herewith be pass- 
d into a law, it would do much to correct 
be defects of our present banking system, 
nd give us a sounder currency as well as 
easonable rates of exchange. 


Your committee have carefully .and criti- 


ally considered what, if any, amendments 
re required to our present banking law, 
nd while they deem it by no means per- 
ect, still it is doubtful whether any system 


any iitate has resulted in so little loss to 
e bill holder. 
Our banking law has been in operation 


bout eight years, during which many banks 
ave been closed ; some voluntarily and in 
ood credit, others under the direction of 
ae bank comptroller for failure to comply 
vith the requirements of the law ; and it is 
^ratifying to know that in the case of but 
ne bank has there been any loss to the 
till holders, and in that case, the recent 
one of the banks of Ban Claire, the circu- 
ation is redeemed at eighty-four cents on 
he dollar. 
** . 


These facts would seem to indicate that 


bus far the securities for the ultimate re- 
eruption of the circulation have been tol- 
irably adequate. 


Your committee being well aware of tha 


act that during the past few months, the 
insiness men of the state have suffered se- 
•erely and been heavily burtheried by the 
ligh rates of exchange on eastern cities, 
aud believing that these exorbitant rates 
lave in a considerable degree been owing 
o the inconvertible character of the cur- 
sncy of the state, have given .this question 
heir careful attention, that they might if 
lossible suggest some plan of relief for an 
vil that is fast crippling enterprise, and 
must finally, if not remedied, seriously in- 
ure every business man in the state. 


It can not be doubted that if all the cir- 


culation of the state was issued; by banks 
ocated at points accessible to the business 
men who need exchange, or if the same 
was promptly redeemed at some financial 
center at a low rate of discount, exchange 
would rule at a fraction-above par. 


That the bulk of the currency of 


,he 
state 
is 
not 
issued 
at 
accessi- 


}le points, and that it is not redeemed on 
>resentation, is well known. In truth the 
>anks issuing most of the circulation are 
mrposely located at distant and inaccessi- 
>le points, and an examination of the late 
report of bank comptroller will show that 
he banks which have an actual bona fide 
capital, and are located at business points, 
uid are engaged in a legitmate banking 
lusiness, issue but a very small part of the 
circulation of the state, while a large ma- 
'ority of the circulation is issued by banks 
naccessible by railroads, and having no 
ictual capital and are doing no regular 
ranking business. 
' 


To illustrate : All the banks in the city 


of Milwaukee had, on the date of the last 
report of the bank comptroller, a circula- 
tion of only eighty-six thousand five hun- 
dred and twenty-one dollars, while banks 
located at the comparatively small town of 
Eau Claire, which is several miles from any 
railroad, issued a circulation ol five hun- 
dred and thirty-six thousand seven hundred 
and sixty-four dollars. 


In view of these facts, need any one won- 


der at the unconvertibile character of 
our currency, or the enormously high rates 
of exchange ? 


Your committee are conscious that while 


attempting to regulate and perfect onr sys- 
tem of banking, great care should be taken 
not to weaken or destroy the system itself. 
This would produce a worse evil than the 
one under which we now suffer, for we 
should then have a circulation furnished 
by banks of other states perhaps not so 
well secured nor so convertible as onr own, 
and the state would suffer largely in its rev- 
enue by a loss of the tax now paid by the 
banks, while the bill holder would be less 
secure. 
, 
. " - . - . ' 


Your committee are unanimously of the 


opinion that the objects to be sought in 
perfecting onr present law, are to guard 
against the location of banks, and the is- 
suing of a circulation where there is no le- 
gitimate demand, and where a circulation 
is not needed, and also to require that every 
bank shall possess such an amount of tona 
fide capital actual paid in to remain in the 
bank as shall guarantee and secure its 
ability to redeem promptly whatever circu 
lation it may issue. 


In the next place it is conceived by your 


committee to be of the very first importance 
that tbe circulation of the banks of the 
state shall be redeemed at some central 
commercial point or points, upon such con- 
ditions as will neither oppress those desi- 
ring to convert the same, nor be so bnrden- 
some to the banks as to prevent their issu- 
ing new circulation. 


Your committee confidently believe the 


amendments herewith submitted .will, i' 
adopted, ensureasound and convertible cur 
rency, and thereby relieve the business in- 


terests of the state, of what is re»% a grier- 
ous burden.

The opinions expressed ar& not new, as 


will be seen by the action of some of the 
most intelligent bankers in the state, as- 
sembled in Madison, July 20, 1859, ajd at 
Milwaukee, August llth, of the same year. 
In their "conclusions" at Madison, they say 
—1st, That the increased amount of circu- 
lation demands the establishment of a gen- 
eral redemption system, one which will op- 
erate uniformly, and be beneficial alike to 
to all banks of issue, discount and deposit; 
arid 4th, That in placing the rate of ex- 
change 'low, our currency (unless snperced- 
ed by a poorer,)"improves in-credit, and ob- 
tains a wider field for circulation. 
And at 


their convention in Milwaukee, the late 
comptroller; W. M, Dennis, offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted by 
the convention : 


Resolved, That the carrency of the state 


should be sound and convertible, and am- 
ply secured by the deposit of public stocks; 
that the circulation of each bank should be 
limited to a reasonable a'monnt, and based 
upon capital paid in, and employed in le- 
gitimate banking in the place in which the 
institution is located. 


Sections one, two and three adopt the re- 


commendations contained in the report of 
the Bank Comptroller, and are intended to 
lecure the depositing in future, of none but 
first class stocks. 


Sections four to twelve inclusive, provide 


for a system of central; redemption, which 
is perhaps the great and moat important 
feature Of the bill: :-. -; : ; :.: '; • . : ' . •

Sections thirteen and fourteen propose 


further securities for the bill holder, by pro- 
viding that hereafter all newly organized 
janks, as well as those asking for an in- 
crease of circulation, shall possess a certain 
amount of actual bona fide capital, actually 
paid in, to remain in the bank; and fur- 
ther that the bonds deposited with the 
Comptroller, shall not be considered as ev- 
"dence of capital. 


Section fifteen of the proposed bill, which 


'orbids the receiving or paying outby banks 
or brokers, or corporations, of bank notes 
which are not redeemed in New York or 
Boston, at a rate of discount not exceeding 
.hat of one half of oue per cent., is designed 
to prevent the circulation of a poorer car- 
rency than our own. 


It is a-well understood law of finance, 


,hat a poorer currency, if allowed to circu- 
ate with a better one, will always drive the 
setter out of circulation. 
The superior 


will be gathered up for purposes of ex- 
change or otherwise, while the inferior will 
remain in circulation, for the superior, 
which is simply better because more readi- 
y convertible, will be sought for conver- 
sion, while the inferior, never going home 
to its place of issue for conversion, will 
soon fill all the avenues of circulation. 


And your committee conceive that it is 


actually necessary, while legislating for the 
sauing of a good' currency at home, that 
we should also legislate for the exclusion of 
uncurrent bank notes from abroad, or else 
all our efforts to secure to the people of the 
state a sound convertible currency will Eave 
)een worse than useless. 


It is believed that the banks of our state 


will not find it for their interest -'to issue 
and maintain such a currency as .the bill 
inder consideration proposes, unless they 
can .have the field of the state to circulate 
t.

Sections 17 and 18 provide for submit- 


,ing the proposed amendments to the peo- 
ile, for their approval or disapproval, the 
necessity for which there was not entire 
unanimity in the committee ; but, in order 
that there should be no question as. to the 
proper course to pursue, it was thought 
jest to submit them at the next general 
election, regretting, at the same time, that 
't was not clearly in'the power of the legis- 
lature to relieve, at once, the people of the. 
state from present embarrassments, but 
they must wait patiently the course of 
events ; in the meantime the business men 
of the state must .suffer immensely by rea- 
son thereof. 
: 


, In conclusion, your committee desire to 


say, that they have purposely delayed no- 
tion on this important subject till this late 
day of the session, in order to watch the 
course of events, and, .if possible, foresee 
:he effect our national difficulties would; 
jave upon many of the state stocks depos- 
ted with the comptroller to secure our cir- 
culating notes, as well as to know what ac- 
tion our sister state, Illinois, whose uncur- 
rent money has done ns more harm than all 
other states.put together, took in reference 
;o her banking law. 


Geographically and commercially con- 


sidered, Illinois and Wisconsin are similar- 
y situated. Agriculture being the princi- 
pal interest of both states, with their chief 
:ommercial cities lying on the lake shore, 
not far distant from each other, the legisla- 
tion of our stato necessarily effects very 
materially the interests of the other. 
;. 


The law recently passed by Illinois will 


do much to correct the present evils, so far 
as the organization of new banks are con- 
cerned ; but in reference to banks now in 
existence, (central redemption not being 
compulsory), it comes far^short of what the 
people demanded, and will do very little for 
the present, at least, to improve the charac- 
ter of their currency. 


In order to show how the Illinois law is. 


regarded in financial circles, we give the 
following extract 
from the Metropolitan 


Bank Note Reporter of March 9th, 1861, 
New York: . 


"ILLINOIS BAKKS.—The articles in the 


Dlinoi" newspapers on the subject of cur- 
rency, meetings from time to time of busi- 
ness men, the resolutions which they adopt- 
ed, and the universal cry of the community 
against the banks, led us' to expect that 
something would be done this winter to 
regulate the issues of the Illinois banks.— 
But the noise .has all evaporated in smoke, 
and the banks are left to pursue the even 
tenor 'of their way without any arrange- 
ment being made for central redemption, 
which was the great measure asked by the 
people. The law which was passed pro- 
vides that all new banks shall redeem in 
Chicago or Springfield ; but the banks now 
in existence are not to be forced to do so. 
It also i-equires that Illinois gtocks, only, 
•ball be deposited for securities in future, 
which is virtually saying that no new. banks 
shall be started- to compete with the old 
ones, because there are no Illinois securi- 
ties in the market. The evils of the pres- 
ent system are, therefore, ^perpetuated, and 
Illinois and the west will still continue to 
be cursed with an unconvertible paper cur- 
rency.''.: . .

We make the above extract, not for the 


purpose;of arraigning or censuring the 
course of Illinois, as that would -not be 
kind or neighborly, but that wa*may profit 
by her misfortune, and not fall into the 
same fatal error. The people demand and 
expect of us wholesome "legislation upon 
this subject, and if we disappoint them 
there will come up one united voice in con- 
demnation of our disregard of the public 
interest. 
. 


Shaping ourselves, as far as possible, to 


meet present circumstances-and present ex- 
igencies, we submit our labor and our con- 
clusions to the Assembly, hoping and ex- 
pecting such consideration as so important 
& subject demands. 


All which is respectfully submitted, and 


the committee ask leave to introduce a bill.
